True, our honor system to a 
tradition.

The Honor Council, however 
honorable and efficient it be, can- 
not function without the support 
of most students. This has been so 
often said to generations of duti- 
fully impressed freshmen that it 
is becoming a campus cliche. Per- 
haps that itself is symptomatic 
of the Vanderbilt problem. We are 
so accustomed to being cynical 
about rush and fraternity housing 
and coalitions and a half dozen 
other matters, that it becomes dif- 
ficult to think sincerely upon such 
things as honor. 

No doubt rugged innocence to
